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Day of decision 


Tomorrow the County Board of Supervisors, sitting as the County Water 
Agency, will be called upon to make a most critical decision regardino- the 
Lompoc Narrows Dam Project. 
“ 


An affirm ative vote by the five-member agency will be tantamount to a vote 
of confidence on behalf of the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation and its firm recom ­ 
mendation that a dam and reservoir be constructed on the lower Santa Ynez 
River just east of Lompoc. 


A negative vote, or a refusal to act on the part of the Agency, may for­ 
ever consign to the bureaucratic 
pigeon 
hole the resu lts of five years of 
work and more than $400,000 in federal and county funds. Such a course of 
events could hardly be in the best interests of the people of the valley, the 
county and the state. Indeed, 
it may im peril the future of the very people 
whom the elected representatives have sworn to uphold and protect. 


In the sim plest of term s, the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation states em phatical­ 
ly in its voluminous and costly report that: 
—There is an urgent need to develop a supplemental w ater supply as soon 
as possible for this area. 
—The Lompoc dam and reserv o ir will provide flood control below the dam 
a rea offering protection to farm ers and ranchers, VandenbergAir Force Base, 
the Federal Correctional Institution and the city of Lompoc. 
—There is an ever-increasing need to develop recreation facilities in this 
area, the county and the state and that if constructed the project ultim ately 
would be capable of accommodating nearly 2*2 million visitors annually and 
of accommodating upwards of 420,000 angling days. 
—The cost of the project is feasible in the term s of benefits outweighing 
costs on a 1.3 to 1 ratio. 


At stake in the Agency’s awesome responsibility is a decision far m ore im­ 
portant than the potential for a good or poor financial risk . D ollars are im­ 
portant, to be sure, but they are im portant only when considered within the 
context of the problem at hand. 


Today the world and the nation are facing a population explosion of great mag­ 
nitude. California is especially vulnerable to the problem because of its 
attractiveness. 
The entire state faces monumental problem s acro ss the 
board and w ater shortages loom the g reatest. The present population of Lom­ 
poc Valley is approxim ately 48,000. 
Experts predict that 50 y ears hence, 
there will be approxim ately 196,000 people living within the sam e area. There 
is no stemming the tide of urbanization and there is no way to abort the prob­ 
lem . ТЪе only sensible solution is to prepare today for tom orrow . 


Never before in history has a community dem onstrated such collective 
support for a project. Strong endorsem ents of support have come from the 
Lompoc 
City Council, 
the Cham ber of Com m erce, Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Lompoc Record, Santa B arbara News P ress, Santa Ynez Valley News, 
Radio Stations KLOM, KNEZ, KKOK, 
num erous civic clubs and organiza­ 
tions. In addition, more than 7,000 persons in the Lompoc area and other 
a re a s of the County have signed petitions in favor of the Project. This figure 
com pares significantly to the 7,880 persons who turned out to vote in the 
Fourth D istrict during the 1968 supervisorial election. While there is no in­ 
tent to infer that all petition signers voted last year, it does c arry the obvi­ 
ous conclusion that an overwhelming m ajority of the voters a re in favor of the 
project. 


It is to be hoped that tom orrow will find the Agency m eeting room in the 
County Adm inistration Building in Santa 13arbara filled with hundreds of citi­ 
zens who a re sufficiently concerned to take th eir personal tim e to make 
their presence felt on those who must make the decision. 


Tomorrow’s 
decision may well be among the most critical ever faced by 
the five m em bers oftheC ountyW aterA gency.lt is to be hoped again that their 
decision will be responsive to the will of the m ajority of people who have 
spoken loud and clear.

The heavy weekend fighting and the 
new offensive, called Operation Lam ar 
Plain, came amid outcry from Demo­ 
cratic leaders in Congress that United 
States was increasing combat in Viet­ 
nam while talking peace in P aris. At 
the sam e time, inform ed U S. m ilitary 
sources in Saigon said the Viet Cong 
had infiltrated 100 to 300 te rro ris ts 
into the capital with the U.S. em bassy 
and the P residential Palace th eir ta r ­ 
gets.

Moon 'scouts' back home 
after fantastic journey

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ABOARD USS PRINCETON (UPI) — Apollo lO’s three moon pilots, successful 
scouts for the men who will walk on the moon this sum m er, streaked like a comet 
to a bullseye splashdown today in the South Pacific. 
C learly visible in the predawn sky, then floating down into the dark purple seas 
under three big parachutes, Apollo 10 brought astronauts Thomas P. Stafford. 
Eugene A. Cernan and John W. Young home from orbiting the arid lunar seas. 


As m illions watched on live color tele­ 
vision, they landed 3.5 m iles from the 
c a rrie r 
USS Princeton at 12:52 p.m . 
EDT, about 400 m iles east of Pago Pago 
in the Am erican Samoas. 
“ We are in great shape,’’ Stafford said. 
“ You don’t know how glad we are to be 
h e re .” 
One f l i ^ t director said, “ they brought 
back 110 per cent su ccess” — the most 
successful space flight A m erica has ever 
flown — and the final green light for Apol­ 
lo 11 to make a landing on the moon July 
20. 
They flew their cone-shaped “ Charlie 
Brown” spacecraft three quarters of a 
m illion m iles tlirough space, including31 
revolutions of the moon. Stafford and Cer­ 
nan swooped to within 9,5 m iles of the 
moon in the lunar lander “ Snoopy” over 
the desolate spot on the moon’s Sea of 
Tranquility where Apollo 11’slan d erw ill 
touchdown. 


H elicopters and search planes follow­ 
ed them in, and the recovery “ chcH)per” 
hovered over while the astronauts radio­ 
ed they w ere in fine shape. 
Two big eyes and the words, “ Hello, 
T here, C harlie Brown,” were painted on 
the bottom of the helicopter. 
“ Welcome back to ea rth ,” its pilot 
said. 
“ OK, 
rescue, this is Apollo 10,” 
Young said. “ Take your tim e and take it 
easy. We’ve got a good sea state and we’d 
much rath er be careful.” 
Stafford told the helicopter officer to 
“ just relax because we’re in great shape. 
We told you we’d be right on the spot.” 
The helicopter touched down on the 
P rinceton’s deck at 1:32 p.m . EDT, 40 
m inutes 
alter 
splashdown. It was a 
smooth recovery. 
At 
the Manned Spacecraft Center at 
Houston, 
the 
M ission 
Control room 
relaxed for the first tim e in eight days. 
Smoke from the traditional cigars filled 
the room . 
As ground controllers watched the 
astronauts step off the helicq)ter, hoarse 
ch eers rocked the room . 
Christopher 
C. K raft, d irector of flight cf>erations, 
shouted over the din into a radiophone 
his congratulations to the Navy for the 
recovery. 


Cernan hopped out on a red carpet 
on the flight deck first, then Young, then 
com m ander 
Stafford. 
All three were 
clean shaven — with a safety razor they 
c arried on the flight — grinning and 
looking exceptionally fit. 
“ It’s really great to be back from 
the moon,” Stafford said after being 
greeted by Capt. C arl M. C ruse, skip- 
p er of the Princeton. 


Tax hike seen 
as new budget 
presented 


The possibility of an 18 cent increase 
in the County tax rate was visualized un­ 
officially today as the Board of Suj^er- 
visors received the proposed $46.9 mil­ 
lion 1969-70 budget from Adm inistrative 
Officer Raymond D, Johnson. 


Meanwhile the County Tax|>ayers’ As­ 
sociation in a statem ent to the board 
this morning asked supervisors to main­ 
tain the present $2.32 rate. 


Johnson, in a budget m essage, did not 
estim ate the increase the proposed bud­ 
get would entail. However, he pointed 
out the proposed budget shows a general 
fund increase of about $7,1 million over 
last year with estim ated revenues in­ 
creasing by little m ore than $6 million. 
A net increase of about $1 million could 
mean approxim ately $.18 to the current 
tax rate. 


The m ajor increases recommended in 
the new proposed budget have to deal 
with law enforcem ent, welfare, 
health 
and general fund contingencies. 
The 
latter would total about $1.3 m illion in 
additional sa laries. 


Johnson pointed out in his m essage 
that economy slashes could take place in 
a number of directions. For this reason, 
he said, no specific recom m endations 
w ere made for lib rary services, ag ri­ 
cultural extension 
service, parks and 
recreation areas, advertising of county 
resources, historical 
monuments and 
fiesta, fairs and exhibits.

However, their mild stomach 
discomfort was not expected to 
keep 
the 
astronauts 
from 
celebrating their return with a 
sausage and eggs “breakfast” 
aboard the USS Princeton, the 
prim e recovery ship. 
They also planned to cap off 
the 
return celebration later 
with a slice of the huge cake 
created 
by 
the 
Princeton’s 
bakers for the occasion. 
Dr. Charles E. B erry. the 
astronauts chief physician, said 
earlier 
Stafford, 
Young and 
Cernan reported taking medica­ 
tion (Lomatil) to help relieve 
the mild discomfort caused by 
the gas. Other spacemen also 
reported sim ilar problem s. 
Space agency officials said 
the astronauts’ drinking water, 
which is drawn from a fuel cell, 
is saturated with hydrogen gas!

would set a hawk strutting and 
he is not quite 5-foot-9 
and

tennis player in the world! 
He is 30 years old now and 
he has been on top so long that 
to think of it causes nose bleeds. 
Some younger players, primar­

This 
bothers Laver not a fig. 
“ I have had some pretty good 
innings,” said Laver. 
Pretty good? He was the No. 
1 amateur in the world in 1960 
‘61, and ‘62. In 1962 he won the

finally rebel against everyone spend­ 
ing his money for him? 
Most of the people in Lompoc are on a 
treadmill that seems to be going faster 
and faster and faster — “ The hurried- 
er we go the behinder we get’’ is our 
motto. We pay more Federal taxes, 
more State taxes, more County taxes, 
more school taxes, and have you not­ 
iced that every time some agency or 
corporation gets a raise in salary, 
our food prices jump up accordingly? 
(What happened to that $20.00 bill the 
last time YOU stopped in at the gro­ 
cery store for a few little items?) 
Careful plotting and planning has kept 
our City taxes about equal, but you and 
I know it will catch up to us very soon. 
That new library is a perfectly beauti­ 
ful building, certainly, but isn’t it a 
little like an ostentatious Lincoln park­ 
ed in the driveway of a shanty in the 
Deep South? (No money for gas — and 
have you seen the empty shelves in the 
Library?) 
We also are not quite so gullible any­ 
more. We know that Federal money — 
grants, or loans, or what have you — is 
still coming out of our personal iiay- 
checks. Saying that “ if we don’t get it 
someone else w ill” is pretty shortsight­ 
ed: and SOMEBODY HAS GOT TO STOP. 
We aren’t so stupid anymore either not 
to know that that $500,000 isn’t sooner 
or later going to be paid by you and 
me. 
If we took a survey of this supposed­ 
ly affluent town, would we discover that 
most wives are working along with our 
husbands to keep up with the rat race? 
In one place of employment that I check­ 
ed, out of the 32 married men, 24 had 
working wives. Who is taking care of 
our children, and who is screaming 
about how terrible the kids are when 
they reach the age of reason and rebel 
against our way of life? Ask around — 
its just about impossible to live in 
Lompoc on one salary! 


Dear Sir: 
We, the members of the City Council of 
the City of Lompoc as the elected repre­ 
sentatives of the citizens of this City, 
hereby make the following public state­ 
ment concerning the matter of the pro­ 
posed Lompoc Dam and Reservoir Proj­ 
ect: 
During the past two years this City 
Council has reviewed the voluminous 
studies and reports prepared by the 
County, local agencies, and the U.S. Bu­ 
reau of Reclamation concerning water 
supply development in the County of San­ 
ta Barbara. In addition, the City staff 
and consultants have studied this matter 
in detail including water supply and qual­ 
ity data, 
hydraulic 
engineering data, 
financial 
analysis and legal analysis. 
Based upon our review and analyses of 
these studies and reports, we have offi­ 
cially and publicly supported the con­ 
clusions and recommendations of the 
Bureau of Reclamation as set forth in 
its revised Lompoc Project Report. 
These conclusions and recommendations 
were reached after five years of study 
and the expenditure of approximately one- 
half million dollars of Federal and Coun­ 
ty funds. The pertinent conclusions are: 
a. There is an urgent need to develop 


a supplemental municipal and industrial 
water supply for the city of Lompoc, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, and the 
communities of Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills. 
b. The ground-water 
basins in the 
Lompoc area are in an overall state 
of overdraft. 
c. Benefits derived from a supple­ 
mental municipal and industrial water 
supply to Vandenberg Air Force Base 
attain a level of national significance 
by virtue of the involvement of Vanden­ 
berg 
Air Force Base with space ex­ 
ploration programs. 
d. Substantial 
benefits could be de­ 
rived from recreational development, 
flood control, and fishery enhancement. 
e. The plan as proposed is feasible 
from an engineering standpoint. 
f. The project is economically justified 
and financially feasible, and should be 
constructed at the earliest practicable 
date to help meet the critical water needs 
of the area. 
g. In order to sustain economic growth 
in the area it will be necessary to de­ 
velop a supplemental supply in addition 
to that which can be developed by the 
Lompoc Project. 
The City Council expressed its most 
recent support of this project when, at 
its meeting of May 20, 1969, it adopted 
a Resolution urging the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency’s support of the 
Project and requested the Agency to seek 
the earliest practicable authorization of 
and appropriation for Project construc­ 
tion. At this time, we hereby urge each 
citizen to individually support the Lom­ 
poc Project by signing a support petition 
and attending the Water Agency meeting 
on May 27 in Santa Barbara.

private research when the government 
is doing so much in this field.’’ 
The Society’s spokesmen, who inci­ 
dentally 
were 
very 
much involved in get­ 
ting 
Congress 
to 
make 
those 
appro­ 
priations 
in the first 
place, tried to explain 
that government sub­ 
sidies 
are never a 
sure 
thing and that 
in 
any 
event scien­ 
tists 
should 
have 
more than one source 
to 
which 
to 
appeal 
for funds. 
Those spokesmen who pointed out the 
unpredictability of government actions 
in support of research now are being

proved to have been very right. Cries 
of anguish have been going up from med­ 
ical schools from coast to coast be­ 
cause of drastic curtailments in the fed­ 
eral budget. Some of these schools have 
become so shaky with reduced govern­ 
ment support that they are threatening 
to close. 
The real tragedy, 
however, is that 
unless someone picks up the slack it is 
inevitable that cancer research is going 
to be slowed down in the United States 
at the precise time when it seems to be 
closer than ever to producing dramatic 
results. 
During 
the 
past 
three years, the 
squeeze of government 
budgeting has 
inundated the American 
Cancer Socie­ 
ty with three times as many funding re­ 
quests from scientists as it has been 
able to grant. 
Now the requests are multiplying even 
faster because desperate researchers 
have so few places to which to turn and 
are fearful of seeing their projects go 
down the drain. In an attempt to ease 
the situation, the national board of direc­ 
tors of the Society this month took un­ 
precedented action at its quarterly meet­ 
ing in Cleveland. It voted for deficit 
spending in order to make additional 
emergency funds available for cancer 
research this year. 
If you have not yet responded to the 
1969 appeal ofthe Cancer Society in Lom­ 
poc, there is no time to lose in send­ 
ing your check. The need has never be­ 
fore been so great. 
The Society’s headquarters in Lompoc 
are in the La Purisima Building.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Arms talks 


WASHINGRON— Not long before he 
left on his Asian trip, Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers met with Soviet 
Ambassador 
Anotoly 
F. Dobrynin. 
Rogers wanted to reaffirm to Dobrynin 
what he had said publicly— that the 
United States would be prepared to en­ 
ter 
into arms 
negotiations with the 
Soviet Union in the late spring or early 
summer. 
Reporting the discussion to colleagues, 
Rogers 
stressed 
Dobrynin’s concern 
over delay in the long-heralded talks. 
He quoted the Soviet ambassador assay­ 
ing with the wry humor that is one of 
his characteristics: “ You are sure you 
don’t mean Indian summer.’’ 
It now appears there will be a delay 
in the start of the effort to checkmate 
another sharp upward spiral in the nuc­ 
lear arms race. What in bureaucratese 
is called “ slippage’’ has taken place. 
From White House sources comes word 
it may be August before the American 
side bears out this pessimistic estimate. 


As the days slip 
by the fear grows that 
a last chance to head 
off another and per­ 
haps 
the 
ultimate 
round in the race will 
be lost. Two reasons 
' 
underscore this fear. 
— , 
One is evidence of a 
Í 
hardening attitude in 
Moscow. 
The 
mil­ 
itary appear to have 
increasing weight in 
the Kremlin. 


The second fear is of an accident 
that suddenly in flaring headlines puts 
an end to all hopes of talks. The U-2 
spy plane shot down in 1960 wrote finish 
to the attempt of President Eisenhower 
to abate the cold war and arrive at 
competitive coexistence 
with the Sov­ 
iets. The Russian invasion of Czechos­ 
lovakia last August cut across the care­ 
fully laid plans of President Johnson to 
begin arms talks. An accident would all 
too obviously suit those who in private 
oppose arms limitation. 
If any single factor has damped the 
prospect for arms talks it is the de­ 
cision of the Nixou administration to 
start deployment of antiballistic mis­ 
siles to safeguard intercontinental mis­ 
siles. This is not so much because it 
will mean any significant change in the 
strategic balance between the two nu­ 
clear giants, but because of the loud 
propaganda coming from Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird and other de­ 
fense officials to convince Congress 
the Soviets are preparing a first-strike 
capability to cripple the United States. 


No walls of silence, such as can be 
imposed by an authoritarian system, 
surround the United States to keep the 
angry ABM debate within the American 
family. All of the speeches and state­ 
ments by Laird, Dr. John S. Foster 
Jr., director of defense research and 
engineering, and others carrying the 
torch for ABM are avidly read in the 
Kremlin. It is hardly necessary to add 
that they serve the cause of the hard­ 
liners who, it is a safe conjecture, 
argue that it is useless to try to come 
to any agreement with the warmongering 
imperialists in Washington. A recent 
visitor from the Soviet Union put this 
question: 
“ What if Grechko (Marshal Andrei A., 
Soviet Minister of Defense) was saying 
the things Laird is saying?’’ 
Imagine Marshal Grechko writing in 
Pravda or trumpeting in a speech on 
Armed Forces Day that the United St ates 
was accelerating the buildup in both of­ 
fensive and defensive nuclear weapons. 
And what for? Why, to knock out the 
Soviet’s 
retaliatory 
capability, 
with 
America triumphant in a first strike and 
the Soviet Union forever crippled if not 
destroyed. 
The consequences for any future arms 
talks would be pretty serious. How can 
we ever deal with people like that the 
Laird blasts do not matter, since there 
is no public opinion in the Soviet Union, 
is fallacious. A kind of opinion at the 
very highest level is subject to the news 
from everywhere and particularly from 
the other nuclear giant across the great 
divide. 
The director of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, Gerard C. Smith, 
will be the principal negotiator in the first 
round when — and at this point caution 
dictates an if — it begins. Smith is de- 


termined that the talks will succeed. 
While they may not bring a reduction 
in nuclear 
arms, 
at 
a 
minimum 
they should checkmate a new spiral. 
The disarmament agency is hopefully 
setting a da*e between July 15 and 
August 
1 for the start of the talks. 
Since spring ends on June 20, July 15 
would still be within Secretary Rogers’ 
pledged timing. 
No one questions Smith’s dedication 
and sincerity. But he faces many handi­ 
caps within the adminstration. A month 
ago the word was put out that he would 
have a strong, capable deputy. An ap­ 


proach was made to William H. Sulli­ 
van, former ambassador to Laos and one 
of the ablest foreign service officers. 
Subsequently, Sullivan was named deputy 
secretary for the Far East, with empha­ 
sis on the Vietnam task force, which 
may say something about priorities. No 
deputy has been named. 
Why are the forces in the inner council 
cold, hot and lukewarm on the arms 
talks0 What is the reason for the slip­ 
page.’ This will be examined in a fol­ 
lowing column.

Water costs high? 


In the Virgin Islands they are building 
the world's 
largest seawater desalting 
facility. 
Within the complex 
of four 
plants, 
the Islands’ Water and Power 
Authority produces 4,800,000 gallons of 
fresh water daily from the sea. At pres­ 
ent, including amortization, the cost is 
$326 per acre foot or about $1 per 1,000 
gallons. 
If you ask Dick Cannard, 
executive 
director 
of 
the Au­ 
thority about the high 
cost 
of 
desalting, 
he’s 
apt 
to 
get 
a 
little testy and snap, 
“ If 
you 
don’t have 
any 
other source of 
water and you need 
it, you don’t 
quibble 
about the price.’’ 
In 
the 
little town 
of 
Coalinga up near 
Fresno, 
water 
is a 
commodity more precious than the black 
gold pumped from the huge underground 
lakes on which the community 
is con­ 
structed. 
Because of the high mineral content 
of the water in the town, the mere fact 
that water is used at all is a tremendous 
expense. 
It’s said in the town that the water is 
so bad it even dissolves the faucets. 
It is no joke that washing machines, 
pipes and other water-using appliances 
last only about two years. Officials of 
the town estimate that home owners pay 
from $30-$40 monthly in extra expens­ 
es caused by the poor quality of the wat­ 
er. 
Raw water in Coalinga costs $3.50 per 
month. Demineralized 
water is ra­ 
tioned and costs $1.75 per month. When 
“ soft or “ good’’ water pipes spring a 
leak people pay l 1 ■> -cents per gallon. It 
is not too usual for some unwary home 
owners to get monthly water bills for 
$357, as was the case with Robert Wat­ 
son. 
The citizens of the community, gripe, 
yell at the city fathers but pay the 
price because they have no choice. A 
remedy may be coming soon in the form 
of a $5.6 million connection to the Cali­ 
fornia aqueduct. The town has a popula­ 
tion of only 7,000 so the cost of the 
better quality water and the system de­ 
signed to bring it to town will be any­ 
thing but cheap — but the need is so great 
the price is not the main consideration. 
The price of water in the Virgin Is­ 
lands and Coalinga must sound fantas­ 
tically high to residents of Lompoc who 
have been complaining about the cost of 
their water for several years. 
The cost of Lompoc’s present water 
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is a story within itself but one that needs 
clarifying because the facts have not 
been presented within their proper con­ 
text in most instances. 
It is often heard that -Lompoc’s water 
cost is only slightly above $3.50 per 
acre foot for the 3,500 acre feet it uses 
annually. That statement is essentially 
true in-so-far as it goes. Trouble is that 
it does not go far enough. Lompoc’s wat­ 
er, as it is pumped from the ground, 
does cost in the $4 per acre foot ball­ 
park. But that’s with no equipment on 
the field and no players. 
Taking 
the water from the ground, 
routing it through the treatment 
plant 
and the city distribution system and pay­ 
ing the personnel to perform the func­ 
tion changes the picture drastically. De­ 
pending upon the amount of water used 
during a given month, the cost of Lom­ 
poc’s water ranges from a low of about 
$110 per acre foot upwards to $135 ar 
acre foot. 


A major complaint to be heard against 
the proposed Lompoc dam and reservoir 
is the high cost of the facility per sc 
and the projected cost of water once the 
project has been constructed. The price 
tag on the project is presently put at 
$32 million in terms of repayment costs 
to the area with the projected water cost 
put at $112 an acre foot. No questior 
that $32 million is no small amount an( 
no question that the cost of the watei 
will have to be increased to repay th< 
loan — but people whose chief concern is 
money are failing to evaluate the proj­ 
ect properly in terms of benefits to b< 
derived from its use today and decade: 
into the future. 


Within a few short years, the acrf 
foot price of the water and the cost ol 
the project will not be prime considera­ 
tions if the need for water is sufficient­ 
ly great — and every indication is that 
the need will indeed be great. By way oi 
illustration, the area’s present popula­ 
tion is 48,000 but by the year 2020 there 
will be upwards of 196,000 people living 
within this same area. 
Constructior 
costs 
jump about 10 per cent annuallj 
which means that for each year the proj­ 
ect is delayed the total cost of the proj­ 
ect climbs like the mercury in a ther­ 
mometer. If approval of the project is 
delayed too many years, or until sucl 
time as the decision to construct the 
project is forced upon us by the sheei 
weight of necessity, the cost of the pro­ 
ject may have doubled or tripled —but 
like the people of the Virgin Islands anc 
Coalinga, 
we won’t 
quibble over thf 
price, we'll just regret that we didn’t 
build it earlier.
